WRANGELL HAS ANOTHER FIRE 


Under the above ‘‘scare head’’ the 
Juneau Record-Miner publishes the fol- 
lowing glowing aceount of our little fire 
of two weeks ago. It is dated at Wran 
gell, January 26: 

“This town narrowly escaped being 
destroyed by fire this morning. A live- 


ly blaze was discovered in the Greif} 


building and before it could be extin- 
guished the fire had gained such beaa- 
way that the whole town was threat- 
ened with destruction. A high wind 
was blowing, and this, coupled witha 
shortage of water, made fire flighting 
very difficult. 

Everybody {n town responded when 
the alarm wae sounded, The fire which 
wiped out the town in March, 1906, wae 
still freah in the memory of residents, 
and all tarned to with a will to prevent 
a repetition of that 

The fire proved to be a very stubborn 
one, Sut after six hours of constant 
fighting it was at last subdued. The 
flames were almost entirely confined to 
the Greif building. Such other damage 
as was done was caused by sparks, 
which was the greatest danger to the 
fest of the town. 

The Greif building was one of the ola- 
est in thetown, It was owned by Bruno 
Greif, who came to Wrangell nearly 40 
years ago, and was used as a saloon and 
lodging house. It was one of the larg- 
est structures in the town, being about 
40x 100 feet and two stories high. Mr. 
Greif saya he will rebuild at once. 

The fire started from an averheated 
stove pipe on the lower floor. All the 
lumber in the building was as dry as 
tinder and the flames spread with great 
rapidity. No estimate of the loss has 
been made, but Mr. Greif will lose al- 
most all ef his stock and fixtures "’ 

It seems that one must go away from 
home to learn the news. SeNTINeL’s 
impressions of this fire were about as 
follows: Fire was in St. Michacl Trading 
Co. building; duration of fire, thirty 
minutes; damage, furniture burned and 
hole burned in roof, repuired same day ; 
Greif came to Wrangell about 1806; fire 
started from a spent candle left burning 
in bedrovin on second floor; logs eati- 
mated at about $5uv.

Pros- 
perity 1s a precious blessing to those 
worthy of it and able to stand it 
But all the wealth of the mines and 
farms and factories cannot give such 
genuine and enduring satisfaction to 
the soul as does the wealth of lore 
and faith and sacrifice that makes the 
home the cornerstone of civilization. 
The real life is not outside ourselves, 
but within. The real possessions are 
not what the hands may grasp, but 
what the heart may hold. A lot of 
men will not belleve these vital truths 
are anything but empty abstractions. 
In their infatuation for the material, 
the practical, they recognize no values 
that are not marketable and see no 
substance In anything they cannot 
clutch in thelr palms. They must 
wreck a home before they can know 
what !t Is made of. They must em- 
bitter and blast their Ilves before they 
can learn what Is worth while in them. 
To be rich and etill retain the simple 
virtues and the honest loves—there Is 
the real prosperity. 

Five days before the great storm 
struck Pensacola and Mobile in Septem- 
ber its existence and progress were an- 
nounced by the weather bureau In these 
words: “A tropical disturbance was 
reported Saturday afternoon as devel- 
oping south of the Grand Cayman, 
probable direction northwest by way 
of Yucatan channel.” The next day 
its passage through the channel into 
the Gulf was noted, and its presence 
in the Gulf was reported the day after. 
On Sept. 25, the fourth day, the fore 
east sald that It seemed probable that 
the storm would be felt somewhere be- 
tween the mouth of the Mississippi and 
the west coast of Florida within twen- 
ty-four or thirty-six hours. It reached 
Pensacola the next day, and on the 
sixth day news of the great damage 
done In Pensacola and Mobile was tel- 
egraphed all over the country. Resl- 
dents in the Gulf ports gave little heed 
to the warnings, and many lives and 
much property were consequently lost. 
Similar conditions prevailed at the time 
of the inundation of Galveston. The 
people were warned of the storm, but 
went about thelr business as usual. 
It is not possible to beat back the sea 
when !t is lashed Into fury, but ship- 
ping can be anchored tm a safe harbor, 
and persons and property in exposed 
positions can be removed to places of 
greater safety. The weather bureau 
was not established to give employ- 
ment to varlous persons who Ilked to 
amuse themselves by making guesses 
about the approach of storms. It Is 
conducted by practical and experienced 
men trained In the sclence of meteor- 
ology. Their predictions are based on 
well-established principles, vindicated 
by a long series of experiments. An er- 
roneous forecast is the exception, and 
1s due to the appearance of unexpected 
forces to deflect alr currents and 
change barometric pressure. Nearly, if 
not quite, all great storms are foretold 
many hours, and sometimes many days, 
In advance. It Is much safer to heed 
the warnings of the weather bureau 
than to laugh at them. The farmer 
who cuts his hay when pleasant days 
are predicted is more likely to get It 
cured and safely under cover than his 
neighbor who Ignores the dally buile- 
tins from Washington. 





The merchant who gives the same 
attention to his advertising as he does 
to his sweeping, dusting and replacing 
stock will never argue that advertising 
doesn't pay.

They find this method very effective in 
holding their old customers and gain- 
ing new ones. The mall order house 
has come to stay, and its business is 
bullt up through advertising. Talking 
against the mall order house will not 
help. The country merchant must s!m- 
ply do more and better advertising and 
must meet competition as he finds it, 
not as he might wish it were. There 
is an evolution under way in the bus!- 
ness of selling merchandise, and the 
man who stays in the game must be 
aggressive and face the music.—Boll- 
var (N. Y¥.) Breeze

QUEER ACTS OF VANDALISM. 


Noted Artists Have Been Moved te 
Destrey Their Own Works, 

It is perhaps but natural that men 
and women of genlus should desire 
that the best of their works only 
should live after them and for this 
reason many a celebrated artist has de- 
stroyed his own pictures. When Ho- 
garth was almost at the height of his 
fame he painted an Interior which 
was somewhat severely criticlsed by a 
friend. The artist acknowledged the 
justness of the criticism and when his 
frank friend had left the studio he 
took a sharp knife, deliberately cut 
the canvas in two and then threw the 
pieces into the coal scuttle. There 
they were found the following day by 
one of the maids, who took the pieces 
home. 

Some time afterward the story of 
the rulned picture reached the ears of 
a relative of Hogurth’s, who there- 
upon went to the mald and asked her 
to sell him the pleces. She agreed to 
do so, but when she went to look for 
them one half had vanished. Search 
was made and tnquiries instituted, but 
with no result and the relatives had 
to be content with half of the picture, 
which Is now In the possession of Ho- 
garth’s descendants In Aberdeen. 

Hogarth was but one of many artists 
who have, In a fit of discontent, de- 
stroyed thelr own works. Jules Flam- 
meron, In an interesting article on the 
Hfe of the late sculptor, Gerome, tells 
how the great artist had been work- 
Ing for many weeks on an Ideal group 
symbolizing the birth of spring, when 
he sudenly became convinced that his 
treatment of the subject was wrong 
and with one blow of his clinched 
hand he reduced the graceful group to 





a mere mass of “inert clay.” 
Chartran, the famous French por- 
trait painter, once destroyed a picture 


for which he was to receive £1,000. 
The portrait was that of an American 
lady famous for her beauty. When the 


pleture was nearing completion the 
husband of the lady called at Mr. 
Chartran’s studio in Paris and re- 


quested to be shown the portralt. After 
looking at It for a few moments he de- 
clared that It was a very beautiful 
painting and that the coloring was su- 
perb, but that it no more resembled 
his wife than it did the empress of 
China, 

Chartran merely bowed, lald down 
bis brush and then, taking out his pen- 
knife, deliberately slashed the plieture 
into ribbons before the eyes of his as- 
tonished visitor and showed him the 
door. The sequel to the story came out 
later, when It became known that the 
millionaire husband had visited = the 
studio for the express purpose of get- 
ting the artist to make a reduction In 
his price. 

But perhaps the most dramatic case 
of an artist destroying his own work 
occurred In New York when Gutzon 


Borghum, the well-known sculptor, 
rose early on the morning of Oct. 9 
and made his way to the Belmont 


chapel of the Cathedral of St. Jolin 
the Divine, on Morningside Heights, 
and broke to pleces his two statues, 
colossal in thelr proportions, repre- 
senting the Angel of the Annunctation 
and the Angel .of Resurrection, 

The cause of this remarkable act 
was due to the sculptor having been 
severely criticised for concelving and 
executing these statues as beautiful 
women, When seen afterward by the 
excited reporters he said that he felt 
like a murderer, but that it was the 
only thing he could do under the etfr- 
cumstances. Mr. Borglum took away 
with him the heads of the two angels 
and one foot, which he Intends to keep 
as souvenirs.—London Tit-Bits,

THE HARVEST MOON, 





Ite Brightness Enables Farmers to 
Gather Their Crops During Night. 
September is “the month of moon- 

light.” Poets and impressionists at that 

season of the year, have, from time im- 

memorial, flooded the world with har- 

vest-moon Imagery. Pictures of moon- 
light lovers strolling along moonlit 
lanes, rowing on moonlit rivers, in 
moonlit boats, moonlight gleaners and 
the harvest home have been painted 
over and over again In word and color, 
but the why and wherefore of the extra- 
ordinary brilliance of the Queen of the 

Night during the period that she Is 

known as the “harvest moon” has been 

completely lost sight of by the great 
majority. 

Those who observe the ordinary as- 
tronomical phenomena of dally occur- 
rence are familiar with the time varla- 
tions In the moon's rising and settling. 
This is due to the direction of the 
moon's apparent path with reference to 
the horizon, of whatever place It Is 
viewed from. Its distance from the 
earth and its daily motion eastward In 
right ascension. 

For the first few days in every lunar 
month the moon rises or sets twenty: 
three or twenty-four minutes later for 
three or four successive evenings, after 
which the retardation varies from that 
time to an hour and seventeen minutes, 
and sometimes more. 

In the latitude of New York the max- 
imum retardation Is seventy-seven min- 
utes and the minimum !s twenty-three. 

When the retardation is a minimum 
at the time of the full moon, the light 
is very powerful, and farmers have 
often taken advantage of the practical- 
ly all-night brilliancy for several days, 
to harvest thelr grain. September 21 
being the autumnal equinox and the 
full moon occurring nearest that date 
belng usually in the height of harvest 
time, it is called the harvest-moon. 

To understand the action of the 
causes which produce this phenomenon 
it Is necessary to remember that at the 
time of the autumnal equinox the sun 
sets exactly In the west, and the south- 
ern half of the ecliptic, or the sun’s 
apparent annual path In the sky, will 
then be wholly above the horizon and 
the northern half entirely below; the 
ecliptic, therefore, making the least pos- 
tible angle with the horizon. 

In high northern latitude, as in Alas- 
ka, British Columbia, Nerway and 
Sweden, and the north of Scotland, the 
moon's path at such times !s almost 
parallel with the horizon, and for more 
than a week she rises at very nearly 
the same time, giving the farmers am- 
ple light and time to garner their crops.

HENRY CLAY. Durtng that mediary 
period of American history of which 
Clay was the leading figure the ploneer 
statesman is the great individual 
among one of the most distinguished 
companies politics ever brought togeth- 
er in any nation. Clay was the ploneer 
of the Influence of the west in Amer- 
{ean politics, Although he himself was 
unsuccessful in his candidacy, he 
forced down the barriers of eastern 
control. Before his advent New Eng- 
land, New York, and Virginia had rig- 
orously kept out the west. 

It was the same spirit of overcoming 
obstacles that distinguished Clay in 





public life that had brought him 
to the front in that public 
life. Fils boyhood had been a 


constant struggle against want and all 
the dangers of the frontier. Indians, 
wild animals, the hundred-fold dangers 
of the wilderness he had known. Like 
Benton, he had been forced to be the 
man of the family while be was still 
a child, because of the death of his 
father. As for education, he was self- 
instructed. 

Politics and the law were his medil- 
ums of entering public life. From Ken- 
tucky he went to Washington, a raw 
frontiersman in comparison with the 
trained, polished statesmen there; but 
his wonderful personality was not long 
In asserting itself and bringing him t 
the pedestal of fame.

This active age disregards old rules 
bearing on the amount of work which 
a normal man can accomplish. The ex- 
cuse Is that moderns are wiser than the 
ancients, that they know that rest is 
not cessation but change of occupation. 
In two distinct quarters a voice of pro- 
test has been raised against this new 
definition of rest. Drs. Acland and 
Lewis have presented to the British as- 


sociation the results of a study In the 
nature of fatigue, and Prof. Fere, an 
allenist of Paris, publishes nearly the 
same view. These phySiclans, two En- 
glish and one French, agree that fa- 
tigue is the result of a toxic or poison- 
ous element !n the blood, and that the 
only way !n which Sts further accumu- 
lation can be stopped !s by sleep. The 
phenomenon of Increased activity as a 
result of stimulants Is followed by a 
worse condition than before. Physical 
exercise is not a substitute for slecp. 
The improved condition of the body 
due to exercise may make the brain 
better able to resist fatigue, but it does 
not take the place of necessary rest. 
In cases where the patient finds relief 
in a new line of activity the reason Is 
that the Iimit of endurance has not 
been reached and the body is not yet 
ready for rest. Enforced rest, in Dr 
Fere's opinion, is as bad as overwork. 
There must be work enough to induce 
a healthy feeling of fatigue and then 
there must be rest, but there should be 
neither rest without work nor work 
without rest if mind and body are to 
remain !n a sound condition. The tox- 
ic bodies produced by the exhaustion 
of one set of nerve centers effect oth- 
ers, 60 that fatigue is diffused through 
the body, and yet It is possible for a 
person to be partially exhausted but 
not In a condition where all parts of 
the system require rest. Individual 
differences are so great as to make It 
impossible to formulate invarlable 
rules. The most that can be hoped 
from this new pronouncement of the 
French and English physicians is that 
it may encourage those who need rest 
fo secure it if possible, regardless o! 
the well meaning insistence of others 
upon physical exercise or new activity 
as a substitute for sleep. One man’s 
brain work may be s#o specialized that 
he needs to tire other portions of his 
brain or his muscles before he can rest. 
while another man doing the same kind 
of work may find his whole body poi 
soned by fatigue. The first needs 
change, the second needs release. Each 
must find out the law of his body and
